EGYPT’S TUMBLE. 


A Proclamation Against Arabi Pasha— 
A Council of War-The Enemy to 
Kvacuate Kamlet. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 10. 

The following is the text of the 
proclamation against Arabi Pasha, 
commvnicated to the conference to- 
day: 

‘‘Arabi Pasha, having a second time 
transgressed the law by taking author- 
ity which does not belong to him and 
having presumed te menace vessels 
belonging to an old and tried friend 
and ally of Turkey, is, for these mis- 
deeds, proclaimed a rebel, together 
with his adherents. 

*Be it known to all that obedience 
is Gue solely to the Khedive, who is 
the representative of the Sultan.” 

Lord Dufterin submitted to Said 
Pasha a draft of the military conven- 
tion proposed by Great Britain. The 
Duke of Connaught in an interview 
with the Khedive, conveyed a verbal 
message from Queen Victoria express- 
ing ber deep sympathy and best wishes 
for the Khedive and Egypt. 

A council, composed of Admiral 
Seymour and the leading military au- 
thurities here, bas beea sitting on 
board the Helcion to investigate the 
effect of the bon: bardment of the forts. 
The evidence of naval and military 
officers is that masonry is useless 
against modern guns, but the earth- 
works turn every shot. A council of 
war was also held, at which the Duke 
of Connaught was present. 

A Circassian, who passed through 
Arabi Pasha’s camp, states that a Cap- 
tain, a Colonel, a subaltern and 76 
men were killed on the rebel side of 
the engagement on Saturday. He 
confirms. the report of Arabi'’s bad 
health, He says twenty-five battal- 
ions and eleven batteries are posted 
along the canal between Kafr-el-Dwar 
and the advanced cutposts. 

An Egyptian trooper of the Khe- 
dive’s guard was taken prisoner while 
trying to cross the ‘Ramileh lives. A 
feet in Arabic was found on him.

While Mrs. Stone was waiting for 
the train, Yakouk Pasha expressed re- 
gret that General Stone had cast his 
lot with the Eaglish.

The Result of Observation. 

‘The Boston Globe tells of one of the 
Hub’s ty ladies who was struck 
with a fancy to see how much truth 
there is in the assertion that is some- 
times made as to the mustache being 

the national style of whisker, has taken 
a census of mustaches, counting them 
as they were seen in street cars, res- 


 taurants, places of smusement, and on 


the street. The result was that out of 
gentlemen thus nunibered, 520 
the mustache alone, 455 wore 


suffered on the great cattle ranges of 
the West. The drought of the ensu- 
ing Summer acted not less unfavor- 


ably upon the smaller herds of the. 


East. The hay crop was short, and 
the Summer and Fall pasturage failed 
over many States; so that farmers 
were forced to kill their young stock. 
In this way the beef supply was dim- 
inished both in quantity and yuality, 
leaving the demand for good beef far 
in advance of the supplv. The ex- 
portation of nearly 200,000 cattle 
contributed still further to lessen the 
beef supply for home market. Ad- 
vantage was tuken of the situation by 
<peculative dealers controiling mil- 
lions of capilal, and by local rings uf 
butchers and marketmen, and the 
price of beef was thereby raised far 
above what it would have been in the 
ordipary course of trade, All these 
conditions no doubt had their influ- 
ence; yet underlying them all was one 
of-far greater scope add potency. 
Notwithstanding the enermous ad- 
vance made in cattle raising during 
the past twenty years or so, the in- 
creased supply, even in favorable 
seasons, has not been .at all commen-- 
surate with the increase in the de- 
mand for beef. The ratio of increase 
in cattle is less than that in popula- 


sion, so that even with no change ip 


dietetic habits the demand for beef 
‘would tend steadily to outrun the 
supply. But 


OUR APETITE FOR BEEF 


increases much more rapidly than our 
numbers. The marketmano makes his 
daily rounds with fresh beef in hun- 
dreds of communities where salt pork 
was eaten almost exclusively twenty- 
five years ago; and generally through- 
out the country beef Las largely dis— 
placed pork on the tables of farmers, 
mechanics and_ well-to-do people. 
This partly because of the universal 
improvement in the scale of popular 
living due to general prosperity, but 
more, perhaps, to the influence of an 
active school of would-be health re- 
formers who have persistently decried 
pork as an article of food and 
created a widespread and exceedingly 
unreasonable prejudice against it. 
Leaving out of consideration any pos- 
sible increase in the demand for beef 
for exportation, we may reasenably 
anticipate that the home demand for 
beef will continue to increase as fast, 
if not faster, than the population does; 
and there can be no marked decline 
from the present excessive prices until 
the supply of beef cattle is brongh! up 
to the level of the popular require— 
ment. It is not the prime cost of beet 
cattle in the field or their necessary 
cost at the shambles, after being driven 
or carried half across the continent, 
that chiefly determines the price of 
the meat to the consumer, but the sin - 
gie tact that the supply is relatively 
so meager that cattle-raisers can ask 
and readily get prices which enable 
them to make 20, 30, even 50 per cent 
rofit per annum on the money invest- 
ed, selling for six cents a pound, live 
weight, cattle which cost two cents a 
pound to raise. 
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Valuable Present. 
Mrs. E. B. Crocker, of Sacramento, 
has presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, of San Francisco, her rare 


and valuable selection of 1,500 birds 
and 100 mammals. The collectivo 
embraces specimens from all parts of 
the world, mounted and classified. 
Some of them are not even found in 
the British Museum. The Academy 
appointed a committee to return the 
lady suitable thanks, and it was re- 
eolved that the collection should be 
known as “‘the collection preseated by 
Mrs. E. B. Crocker, of Sacramento.

The Mexican tndian War. 
Tuscon, August 11. 

The Star’s Mexican advices of the 
8th inst. from Hermosillo, Swunora. 
says that parties just arrived from 
Ures report the Apache depredations 
in that eection as most fearful. Over 
200 warriors are in the Mazatlan 
mountains, near Ures, and make daily 
raids in the’ valleys in small bodies, 
burning crops, houses and murdering 
inhabitants. During the past 12 days 
45 persons have been murdered within 
a radius of 25 milesof.Ures. Among 
the victims are Lazaro, a weuithy citi- 
zeo of Ures, and two prominent Gov- 
ernment officials. Last week they at- 
tacked Rancho Viejo. Four of the 
rancbers were killed and the remain- 
der wounded. Nine Apaches were 
left on the field. The Apaches are 
from San Carlos agencies, and are all 
armed with Winchester rifles, end use 
cartridges stamped U.8. The country 
is terror--stricken, and business para- 
lyzed. Settlers are fleeiug from their 
ranches to Ures. All able-bodied Mex- 
ican troops are being concentrated to 
operate against them. 


Terrible Expiosion at Vallejo. 
VatiEJo, August 11. 

The Hardy powder works, situated 
one--half a mile southeast of thie city, 
exploded at 11:20 this morning. 
The mixing, glazing, drvying- 
bouse and magazine were blown 
t> atoms. The ruins took fire, 
and nothing is left standing except 
the water—tank and brick work sur- 
rounding the boiler. A. H. Hall, 
engineer and superintendent, were 
hadlv burned, but they have a chance 
for life. Geo. Edguson and Fergus 
McArdle were killed. Fifteen tons 
of powder exploded.
